The time 1s 
not too long to prepare for an 
early start in building operations. 
Since the season of 1913 there has 
been very little housebuilding in 
Edmonton. In 1914 financial con- 
ditions were too stringent; and 
when money became more plenti- 
ful the costs of material and labor 
had reached such a pitch as to 
prohibit building for other than 
business purposes with large pro- 
spective earning power, 

Of three millions of building in 
Edmonton last season only a very 
small fraction was represented by 
dwelling houses. There is no 
doubt that the pressure for dwell- 
ings ata moderate cost only awaits 
a drop in the price of material or 
labor, or both, to result in consid- 
erable building activity during the 
coming season. 

It will be welcome news that 
the cost of lumber. has taken a 
considerable drop, with the be- 
ginning of the new year. Native 
spruce has dropped an average of 
$11.50 per thousand feet, or about 
18 1-2 per cent. Coast end moun- 
tain lumber ‘has fallen an average 
of $22:50 per thousand equal to 
over 21 per cent: Lumber is the 
principal material entering into 
the construction of a large pro- 
portion of the dwellings of the 
“ity, and a drop of 20 per cent 
in the price is a very considerable 
relief to the citizen who desires to 
build either in town or country. 
It is to be hoped that other build- 
ing materials will follow the 
example of lumber, and come to 
a price at which they can be 
reached by the home building citi- 
zen, 


More School Money; 
Where From? 

Sentiment which found express- 
ion during the course of ghe civic 
election campaign lezves no room 
for doubt that there are a consid- 
erable number of people in Ed- 
monton who are entirely willing 
that the Province should make a 
larger yearly grant toward the 
upkeep of the city schools. In 
fact it may be taken that if the 


provincial authorities can see their 
way to enlarging the annual con- 
tribution they make to the relief 
of the city taxpayers in this con- 
nection there will be no kick com- 
ing from that quarter. 

It may even be surmised that 


cost of running our schools has 
come to be something to think 
about. The teachers claim that 
there is another increase in salary 
coming to them, and _ stress the 
argument that the city cannot get 
the best teachers unless it pays | 
for them. It is yet to be seen what 
may be done toward cutting down 
the running expenses, but we have 
taken on a tremendous load of 
capital debt which represents an 
irreducible interest bill. And if 
increase of school population 
means proportionate increase in 
school costs, the chances are that 
any saving affected now will be 
eaten up by the necessity of pro- 
viding more rooms and teachers 
in the course of two or three years. 
There is no race suicide in this 
part of the country. 

If the city is to make any move 
toward a demand for a larger 
grant from the Province it will 
be well to find out beforehand 
precisely what are the facts as to
